Astoria is the largest district in Queens, and one of the most 
thickly populated. It is almost entirely residential, with numerous 
one and two-family dwellings. The district has not changed 
much since the T920's when it enjoyed an enormous growth. In 
the decade following, it added only 5,700 population. Perhaps 
the greatest physical change has been the addition of the 
Triboro Bridge, which connects Bronx and Manhattan with 
Queens by way of Astoria. This big middle-income market has 
several shopping centers, most important of which are on 
Astoria Boulevard, Ditmars Boulevard, and Thirtieth Avenue.
